Crawford To Receive 
671 In Federal 
Highway Funds 


LANSING — The State High- 
way Commission has announced 
the apportionment of federal 
matching funds for construction 
on state and county secondary 
roads. 


Acting State Highway Director 


Henrik E. Stafseth said Michigan‘ 
will receive $8,531,677 in federal 


funds for secondary road con- 
struction during the fiscal year 
starting next July 1, about $4,000 
less than was received for the 
current fiscal year because 
Michigan’s county road mileage 
increase was not as large as the 
national average increase. : 

The Highway Department will 
retain approximately 40 percent 
of the funds or $2,981,553 for use 
on secondary roads on the state 

i system. 

The state’s 83 counties will re- 
ceive $5,422,149. 

Each County Road Commis- 
sion must match the federal 
funds on a 50-50 basis and they 
may be used for construction 
purposes only. The money is al- 
located to the counties on the 
basis of land area, population, 
and road mileage.
